A life closely linked with the re- 


ligious work of Covina city and val- 
ley was brot to a close this week 
in the death of Mrs. Lavina Ann 
Warner, long resident of Covina, 
and prominent in the Methodist 
church. 
This venerable woman, 


nearly eighty-two years old, was one 
of the pioneer band of Christian 
workers of the valley, a woman who 
combined remarkable intellectual 
strength with the deepest interest 
in moral questions. 


Lavina Ann Warner was born at 


Deersville, Ohio, June 11, 1848, the 
daughter of Samuel B. and Susan 
Scoles. Her life ended at 10:40 Tues- 
day morning, June 10, at the home 
of her son, E. P. Warner, with whom 
she resided. One day more would 
have rounded out eighty-two years 
of useful, Christian service, but the 
call came as she went about her 
usual morning duties and the threac 
of life was broken. 


As a small child she accompanied 


her parents to Marion county. Iowa 
and in 1868 was united in mamagi 
to Austin W. Warner. The youn; 
couple founded a home at KnqxvUle 
Iowa, living there until '1891, wher 
they came to Covina, where Mr 
Warner died June 10, 193$.

summer. 


And the best of all these gelatine 


dishes is that they can be varied for 
every day in the week, and still you 
won't have tried them all 


Lemon jelly is a good foundation 


for many desserts. You can make it 
with fresh fruit juice according to 
the directions that come with any 
box of gelatine, or you can make il 
with one of the ready-prepared 
fruit gelatine mixtures. Then vary 
it as you wish. 


If your family don't like the flavor 


of lemon jelly, then try something 
else—raspberry, orange, cherry or 
any other favorite flavor. 


For one always good dessert pre- 


pare the fruit gelatine and let it cool. 
In the bottom of individual moulds 
put three or four ripe strawberries, 
and when the gelatine begins to 
harden cover them. Let it harden 
completely, and then put in the 
moulds diced orange pulp, pour on 
the rest of the gelatine, harden, and 
serve. 


Individual moulds of any fruit 


jelly are delicious served with whip- 
ped cream or with boiled custard. 
Or, if you wish, with crushed and 
slightly sweetened fruit.

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Horses, Mules and Cows— 


How rapidly the horse is vanishing from the American 


scene can only be fully appreciated when we realize that, in 
twelve years, more than one-third of, all the horses in the 
United States have passed out of existence and have not been 
replaced. The year 1918 was the banner year for the horse. 
From about ten million horses in 1880, their number multi- 
plied thru 38 years until, in 1918, it reached the high peak of 
21,555,000. Since then the replacement of the horse by motor 
vehicles has been rapid. The latest government figures place 
the total at around 13,000,000. Another ten years may see 
this reduced by half, and probably will. 


The horse's career in America has been a short one. There 


were no horses or other beasts of burden known to the In- 
dians of North America, tho in South America the natives 
had tamed the llama to carry their loads. The Spanish con- 
quistadores brot horses with them, many of which broke 
loose and ran wild. They multiplied rapidly in the fastnesses 
of the southwestern wilderness, and the Indians of the Great 
Plains speedily learned to break and use them. But a scant 
four hundred years, down to now, covers the history of the 
horse on this continent. 


There are still a few horses left in the big cities. They 


are, so far, more economical than motors for house-to-house 
deliveries of milk, parcel post and express matter. But the 
increasing cost of their maintenance is gradually causing even 
these uses to be replaced by motors. 


The mule is gaining on the horse. He is more efficient, 


eats less and works harder. In the period during which the 
horse population fell off by one-third the mule census showed 
an increase of nearly 20 per cent. However, this increase has 
now slackened. There are fewer mules in use now than there 
were in 1924, when these useful hybrids numbered 5,730,000. 


In the period from 1920 to 1930, the number of beef cattle 


has dropped from above 47 million to under 33 million. We 
are eating less beef. But while we are drinking more milk, 
more butter and cheese, the number of milch cows remains 
about as it has been for nearly twenty years—around 22 mil- 
lion. They are better cows, however, giving more milk on 
less fodder; and the tendency is to increase their number 
and quality. 


Time was, not long ago, when almost any sort of a horse 


was worth $100, an ordinary mule around $125 and a pretty 
fajr cow could be bot for $75. The Kansas state agricultural 
'aepar!menT'n^ifes""lffe'^aVelage":values''in Kansas\today as 
$50 for a horse, $70 for a mule and $82 for a cow—taking 
them just as they run. 


All of which contributes toward answering the question 


of why it no longer pays to grow hay and oats, for most farm- 
ers in most regions. 


Communication— 


There are still a few places in the world where a man can 


be completely out of touch with everybody else in the world, 
but the number of such places is diminishing so rapidly that 
it is a safe prediction that before many years have passed 
we can go anywhere and still keep in communication with 
home. 


Telephoning from railroad trains in motion is now an ac- 


complished fact, in practical use. From any important train 
on the Canadian National railways, for a fee of fifty cents 
in addition to the telephone charge, the traveler can call up 
any telephone connected with the Bell system, which covers 
the United States, Mexico, most of Europe and a large part 
of Central and South America. Germany, France and other 
European countries have similar systems. America has no 
monopoly on inventive genius, nor are we always the first 
to put new devices into use. But there is no doubt that even- 
tually this system of train-telephony will be adopted in the 
United States. 


The large passenger liners now have facilities for tele- 


phoning from ship to shore and vice versa. Sooner or later 
all passenger ships and probably most freighters will be sim- 
ilarly equipped. 


A portable radio broadcasting set has been devised which 


takes up such small space and weighs so little that future 
big game hunters, penetrating the African jungle, can easily 
take one along with them and so report their safety—or the 
opposite—to the folks at home every day. 


Aircraft in flight now carry—many of them—radio equip- 


ments for both "code" and voice communication with the 
earth. Admiral Byrd's Antarctic expedition was never out 
of communication. 


The next step forward js television. That has now become 


practical. Our children probably, our grandchildren certain- 
ly, will be able to see around the world as easily as we talk 
around it today. 


All of these inventions which make communication easier 


tend toward closer international relations, better understand- 
ings, reduce the likelihood of war. The time may even come 
when disagreements between nations will be settled as easily 
as disagreements between business interests are settled today, 
and with as little bloodshed. 


The Supreme Court— 


There are two equally honest points of view held by men 


of differing convictions, in the matter of the qualifications 
of a justice of the supreme court of the United States. One 
view is that no man should be appointed to the supreme 
bench whose views on social and economic questions do not 
conform to those currently held by the group which happens 
to be in conrtol of the United States senate at the time. The 
answer to this, the opposing view, is that men of character 
and integrity do not permit their personal opinions to deter 
them from interpreting the constitution and the laws passed 
thereunder in the light of the best traditions of the law and 
the bench. 


Men have been nominated for the supreme court in our 


time, and confirmed by the senate, whose known social and 
economic views were totally at variance with those held by 
the majority of the senate at that time. The case of Justice 
Brandeis is in point. But there was more to the rejection 
of Judge John J. Parker by the senate than that he does 
not see some things eye to eye with the majority of the

LEAGUE OF AMERICA IS 


DOING AND HAS DONE

(Azusa intermediate school) 


Izaak Walton was born during the 


year 1593 and died at the silvery 
age of ninety. He was of English 
birth, and grew to be a man of 
whom all England is proud. He be- 
came an English author. His main 
literary subject was angling; its ro- 
mance, its practical and future 
usages. "The Complete Angler" is 
one of his most famous books. Due 
to his careful comprehension and 
extraordinary presentation of this 
subject, he was given the title 
"Izaak Walton, Father of Angling.' 


He little dreamed that his name 


would become a guiding light to 
persons of the generations to follow, j 
But so it has become; and today his 
naine stands for a league that has 
pledged itself to be "defender of 
woods, waters, and wild life." This 
organization protects the most glor- 
ious and uplifting thing in life— 
nature. 

This league was first organized by 
a group of farseeing men in the 
city of Chicago in January, 1922. 
The organization has steadily grown 
until today it numbers over three 
thousand chapters in North Amer- 
ica.

Small villages, 
ic said, cannot support a bank with 
sufficient .resources to meet the 
growing industrial needs of small 
;owns. 


Mr. Giannini is probably right, 


["here are good-sized cities in the 
Jnited States whose progress has 
seen held back by lack of adequate 
ocal banking capital and by the nar- 
row outlook of local bankers. The 
prejudice against "chain" ownership 
of any kind of business extends to 
banks as well as to stores, but as in 
the case of chain stores, the remedy 
is in the hands of the community, 
ndependent banks, like retailers, 
can compete with "chain" institu- 
ions if they will adopt the modern 
methods of the chains and provide 
hemselves with sufficient resources 
:o make competition effective. 


CRIPPLES 


One of the things which we are 


jeginning to learn is that the worst 
thing we can do for a person who 
las been disabled by disease or ac- 
cident is to coddle him or her, and 
.he best thing that can be done is 
to train the remaining faculties to 
useful work. 


The veterans' bureau has finished 


ts rehabilitation work with men 
who were injured in the world war, 
and reports that every man who is 
capable of some sort of productive 
effort is now at work somewhere. 
3ut the federal government is co- 
operating with the states to provide 
the same sort of rehabilitation train- 
ng for victims of industrial acci- 
dents and of crippling diseases like 
.nfantile paralysis. Only a few states 
are giving cooperation, but in those 
surprising results have been achiev- 
ed.

in idleness, there is a definite value 
to the injured person in the discov- 
ery that he is still able to earn a 
living. 


STUPIDITY 


Customs officials in Seattle recent- 


ly seized 120 copies of a German 
medical book, imported by a Seattle 
dealer for sale to the medical- men 
of the northwest. The ground for 
the seizure was that the contents of 
the book were "indelicate." 
The 


book is a learned treatise on biology, 
which word is merely a technical 
term meaning "life." 


Life, apparently, is indelicate, in 


the eyes of the United States cus- 
toms. But human life only. Nobody 
tries to suppress books which deal 
with the breeding of livestocks, dogs 
or poultry. Only when a book sug- 
gests that the life processes of hu- 
man beings are similar to those of 
other animals do wellmeaning but 
stupid officials interfere. 


LOWDOWN 


Victor V. Green runs what he calls 


"The Most Low-Down Paper on 
Earth." Its title is the Coachella 
Valley, Submarine and it is publish- 
ed at Coachella, Riverside county; 
California, 76 feet below sea level. 


Editor Green has a sense of hu- 


mor, as is evidenced by the sub- 
title of his paper. He also has a sense 
of responsibility to his thriving ag- 
ricultural community, as the local 
news in the "Submarine" clearly 
shows. 


There are other valleys in Califor- 


nia the bottoms of which are even 
farther below the level of the Paci- 
fic ocean than this one. They are 
beds of ancient lakes which were 
once bays of the ocean before some 
prehistoric earthquake raised the 
land between them and the sea. 


Old ocean beds make good farms 


everywhere. Holland's farms are al- 
most entirely on reclaimed sea-bot- 
tom, and another 300,000 acres of 
ocean has just been diked off and 
is being pumped out to add to the 
agricultural area. Much of Florida's 
best land has only lately been re- 
claimed and now a project is on 
foot to irrigate the Sahara desert 
and make it the world's garden spot. 


WASHINGTON 


The national capital is rapidly be-

"What is left," he exclaimed sadly, "to show for all my 


labor?" 


I told him that people are left—the sons and daughters 


of the men and women to whom his sermons were preached. 


"Your hearers trained their children in righteousness," 


I said, "and they will train their children." 


We can't fight change, and it is well that we can't. How 


dull life would, be if everything were permanent. How won- 
derful that each new generation has the fun of taking the 
world apart and putting it together again. 


The church may be closed, the house torn down, the ditch 


filled up. But Mr. Roe and the rachitect and the preacher 
each built a monument in the lives of the people whom he 
served.

mortgage their homes in order to 
speculate in real estate, misrepre- 
sentation in solicitation for free 
trips to property, and advertising 
for, or employing, salesmen under 
false pretenses. 


The state committee functions in 


cooperation with the 
arbitration 


committees of local real estate 
boards, when called upon to assist. 
The State Real Estate Department 
has been represented at several of 
the state committee meetings. In 
one case the committee caused the 
return of $1575 to the complainant.

ENORMOUS SAVING

per cent of the state's population.

state and'other agencies are inter- 
ested hi the project.

is an estimated annual overdraft, 
of 138,000 acre feet on the basin's 
ground waters. That it is not far 
more than this is due to the fact 
that about 170,000 acre feet are ob- 
tained from the Owens valley to 
help meet the Los Angeles demand.

As concerns the importance 
of reservoirs as "a prerequisite to 
salvage of the sudden flashy floods 
of the region," it is pointed out that 
"the city of Los Angeles has made 
extensive surveys for reservoir sites 
in Santa Monica mountains, in the 
Saugus area and in the'*tower-lying 
foothills of the San Gabriel moun- 
tains north of San Gabriel valley. 
Many of these have been construc- 
ted."

Los Angeles is closely studying the

Alphens, was the place where ath- 
letic contests were held. The first 
game was in 776 B. C., and there- 
after one was held every fourth year 
in late summer until it was abolish- 
ed by the Roman Emperor in 394 
A. D. 


All entrants for the games had to 


undergo examinations. They must be 
of Greek blood, must never have 
committed a crime, must take an 
oath to compete fairly, and must 
have been in trailing for ten months 
before the games. Women were not 
allowed to compete. 


The foot-races were the oldest and 


most honored events. The actual dis- 
tances depended upon the length of 
the stadium. Contestants for short 
runs were divided into groups 
four men each, by drawing lots; 
then the winners of the heats ran to 
determine the final victor. 


The pentathon consisted of compe- 


tition in five events: running, jump-, 
ing, throwing the javelin, and discus, 
and wrestling. 


In the original weight-throwing 


contests, stones and pieces of metal 
were used. Then later the objects 
look on the form of the modern dis- 
cus.

Wrestling was very popular. Of 


the two forms, "up-right" and 
"ground." the former was more 


common. The aim was to throw the 
opponent on the ground three times, 
without falling himself. "Ground" 
wrestling was frequent and the aini 
was to throw the opponent on the 
ground until he admitted he was 
beaten.
